Gov. Blair achieved a bal- | 
anced budget by recommend- 
ing the expenditure of all avail- 
able revenue in 1958-59, which 
was placed at an optimistically 
high figure, and bv dipping 
heavily into the state's $36.,- 
000,000 treasury surplus 

Some legislators criticized 
this fiscal policy as a ‘‘tempo- 
rary stopgap” which would 
meet the state's spending 
needs in the coming year with- 
out regard to the future. Fail- 
ure of the state to earn all es- 
timated revenues next year, 
coupled with a depletion of the

financial crisis within a year,

Budget Data Praised. 

Nevertheless, both Demo- 
crats and Republicans praised 
the comprehensive budget re- 
port, saying it contained more 
pertinent information than any 
previous document of its kind 

Senator John W. Noble 
‘(Dem.), Kennett, chairman of 
the Senate Appropriations 
Committee, said the Governor's 
budget reflected the “‘compre- 
hensive and fine’ work done 
by Blair and his staff. 


But; he added, the “‘accept- 
ance of any budget utilizing a 
substantial portion of a treas- 
ury surplus will necessitate 
finding additional sources of 
revenue in future years, un- 
less receipts far exceed antici- 
pated amounts.” 

The House Republican floor 
leader, Representative A. Clif- 
ford Jones of Clayton, said 
Blair's talk “seemed to be a 
good budget message.”

Era of Responsibility. 


This change, in turn, reflects 
the equally astonishing trans- 
formation of America from a 
frontier-pushing people, con- 
cerned mainly with subduing a 
continent, to the prime stabi- 
lizing force for the whole of 
Western civilization. One might 
label this change as a shift 
from an era of almost unre- 
strained individualism to one 
of global responsibility. 

The extent to which the Wall 
Street of 50 years ago Was 
subject to the influence, if not 
domination, of a few individ- 
uals may be difficult to realize, 
since it differs so markedly 
from the present. Today, no 
one man could run the market 
ragged for even a few days or 
stabilize it by a telephone call. 

A revealing illustration of 
the compact. intimacy of the 
old stock market could be seen 
in the old Waldorf-Astoria, then 
located where the Empire State 
Building now stands. In those 
davs. after the closing gong had 
sounded on the Exchange, most 
of the traders would gather at 
the Waldorf. To belong to the 
“Waldorf crowd” meant that a 
man had arrived.

Spotlight on Oppenheimer. 

Everyone knows—best of all 
the news reel 
cameramen who have their 
bright lights shining on him 
most of the time—that the cen- 
tral figure is a thin, intense, 
blue-eyed man named J. Robert 
Oppenheimer. 

It was Dr. Oppenheimer who 
led in the development of the 
atomic bomb and then, at the 
height of McCarthyism was 
drummed out of government 
service: It is Dr. Oppenheimer, 
therefore, wno now pecomes 
the chief symbol of the effort 
heads generally back in the 
service of the nation

Gov. Blair’s Achievement 


Gov. Blair's new budget for Missouri is a sig- 
nificant achievement. It is the first comprehen- 
sive qualitative budget Missouri has ever had. It 
also represents the first real fulfillment of the 
constitutional requirement for executive control 
of budgeting. . 


Until now Missouri budgets have generally 
been amalgamations of departmental and agency 
requests, which Governors have merely passed 
on to the Legislature. The legislators had the 
impossible task of making fiscal sense out of the 
requests in terms of actual needs and revenue. 

Last year, Gov. Blair made it his first order 
of business to seek funds for a competent budget 
staff. The Legislature then appropriated state 
moneys for only one year instead of two. This 
provided time for a careful budget analysis by 
the new staff, and the present special session is 
the first to see the results. 


One readily apparent result is that the budget 
is understandable. It is clearly presented and 
organized. The budget for each state agency 
contains a description of the functions of that 
agency, a comparison of the recommended budget 
with past appropriations and current requests, 
and a new “justification” in which the Governor 
explains his recommendations.

This is also a record state budget for one 
year, but it is sound. No deficit is anticipated, 
and no new taxes, yet the Governor has man- 

ged by some economizing to increase funds 
where needs are greatest. 


The total state spending budget of $533,903,965 
represents an increase of some 37 millions over 
authorized and deficiency spending this fiscal 
vear. However, this total includes federal funds 
and state funds earmarked for specific purposes, 
such as highways. The general revenue fund is 
the part of the budget under direct guberna- 
torial and legislative control. 


Here the Governor received requests for 
spending 217 millions and pared these down to 
193 millions. Despite economies, this sum plus 
deficiency appropriations would exceed esti- 
mated revenue next year by 16 millions. Yet 
the state would not go into the red. Gov. Blair 
proposes using 16 millions from an accumulated 
balance of 36 millions anticipated by the end 
of this year. His budget thus would leave a 
$20,000,000 “cushion” for the future. 

Such close budgeting of present revenue can- 
not answer all the long neglected and growing 
state needs. There is almost no room for capi- 
tal improvements in current revenue and most 
capital projects are being financed by the state’s 
$75,000,000 bond issue. Where the Governor 
proposes to increase spending, he has em- 
phasized better pay for state employes. 

The University of Missouri, for example, 
needs renovations, new buildings and higher 
salary standards. Its deficiencies have been al- 
lowed to accumulate while enrollment has ex- 
panded. The Governor has been unable to meet 
all the university's requirements. But since a 
good faculty comes first, Gov. Blair has provided 
an additional $521,650 for “personal service,” 
which includes salaries. 

Education and public health and welfare, plus 
highways, would receive 87 per cent of the 
budget. The school foundation program would 
be financed in full. 

- » - 

Admittedly, the Governor could not satisfy 
every demand for new appropriations. The Leg- 
islature may face pressures to by-pass his budget, 
but would be unwise for two reasons. 

First, there is no money for greater spending 
unless the state’s reserves are depleted danger- 
ously. Second, by-passing the budget would 
establish a troublesome precedent. Now that 
Missouri has finally been offered a responsible 
executive budget, the principle of sound budget- 
ing is at stake in the Capitol. 

In fact, the Governor declares that without 
economies based on more efficient budgeting, 
Missouri “would be faced with a tax increase.” 
Strict accounting thus has proved one way of 
avoiding higher taxes. And the next fiscal re- 
form, before higher taxes are considered, ought 
to be withholding of the state income tax from 
wages and salaries. 

While the new budget assures Missouri of the 
best use of its money, withholding would assure 
the fullest collection of revenue. Gov. Blair and 
his Revenue Director, Milton Carpenter, have 
suggested that withholding might add seven mil- 
lions to state income. Having presented a sound 
budget, the Governor could logically make with- 
holding the second order of business for the 
special session.

The Mid-Air Collision Danger 
The collision of two military planes over a 
Angeles suburb which killed 47 persons 
aboard the ships and a woman on the ground 
recalls the two-year-old survey of airways which 
warned emphatically of this constant peril. It 
was pointed out that an average of four near- 
miss collisions occur every day and that most of 
them take place over or near airports. 

It is not possible now to say what caused the 
tragic collision last Saturday. The Navy, Air 
Force and Civil Aeronautics Board are investi- 
gating and (their report should throw light on 
this persistent hazard. The planes involved 
were only 300-mile-an-hour craft. The advent 
of the far swifter jet airliners will be on us 
within a year. 

This latest accident might well have caused 
much greater loss of life had the wreckage not 
fallen on clear spaces in the suburban area. It 
should be taken as an urgent warning for devel- 
opment of a better system of air traffic control.

The New Focus 


The “new focus of power” which Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon is building round himself seems 
possessed of a more realistic view of natural 
resource development than does the Eisenhower 
Administration officially.

‘George do it, wherever he will: and wherever 


he will not, it does not get done. The Idaho 
Power Co. and a syndicate of old Electric Bond 
& Share operating companies have moved in 
on the Columbia River basin. The Pacific Gas 
& Electric Co. is being invited to move in on 
the Central Valley Project in California where 
it has been trying for years to work an inside 
job. But mostly the record in natural resource 
development is one of inaction. 

The Pacific Northwest does not like it. It sees 
its fast-growing future in danger of being 
stunted by a niggardly approach to electric 
power development. The conservationists don't 
like it. They see how much is being wasted 
to develop how little. And the voters have not 
liked it—-which is what impels Mr. Nixon, and 
Interior Secretary Seaton and Attorney General 
Rogers to seek a policy politically more potent. 
A widely known and respected political adage 


A 


has it, “You can’t beat something with nothing.” 
The do-nothingism of the misnamed partnership 
policy has persisted as long as it has because 
not even a little something positive has been 
placed in competition with it. The “new focus 
of power” may be concerned primarily with win- 
ning elections, the congressional elections of 
this year and the presidential election of 1960. 
But if even secondarily it produces an affirma- 
tive program of natural resource development, 
the country will have that much more than it 
has now. 
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Detour for Mr. Dulles 


The plainest point in Soviet Premier Bul- 
ganin’s new letter to President Eisenhower is 
the desire to by-pass Secretary of State Dulles 
in peace talks. ; 

Premier Bulganin offers no unexpected topics 
for a proposed summit conference. He would, 
in effect accept discussion of Mr. Eisenhower's 
suggested international control of outer space 
in return for discussion of a host of Soviet sug- 
gestions: an atom-free zone in Central Europe, 
a bar on nuclear weapons and removal of 
American bases abroad. 


Such topics would tax any conference, at the 
summit or far below. Preliminary discussions 
at a lower level should be held to make a sum- 
mit meeting more fruitful. But there is mount- 
ing pressure throughout the world for a summit 
meeting, and Bulganin has presented the United 
States with a problem. 

If we say No to a summit meeting, we may 
stand before world opinion as solitary hold-outs 
against peaceful negotiation. But if we enter 
a summit meeting without earlier discussions, 
careful planning and some agreement on agenda, 
we risk a failure of negotiations which might 
aggravate the cold war. 


Fortunately Bulganin does not oppose prepa- 
ration for a summit meeting, at least through 
diplomatic channels. But he does flatly dismiss 
the idea of a foreign ministers’ conference to 
come first. “There is hardly any necessity to 
repeat why we want to avoid this,” he says. 
“Possible participants,” he adds, have “precon- 
ceived positions” which might “create additional 
obstacles.” 

This is an obvious if indirect reference to 
Secretary Dulles. In trying to detour around 
Mr. Dulles, Bulganin is capitalizing on inter- 
national sentiment which holds the Secretary 
of State to be an obstacle to peace negotiation. 
Of course it is improbable that President Eisen- 
hower would shove Mr. Dulles aside at the be- 
hest of the Kremlin, when he would not do so 
at the behest of opinion here or among our allies. 


But if Mr. Eisenhower will not remove Mr. 
Dulles, and if he is removing his disarmament 
adviser, Harold Stassen, as reported, what will 
he do to reassure the world that the United 
States will not turn its back on peace talks? 
Perhaps the President will find that he must 
take a stronger hand in the conduct of the strug- 
gle for peace.

A Good Report 

Although an auditor's report shows that the 
United Fund of Greater St. Louis fell short of 
its goal of $8,598,842, the total reported, 
$8,148,809, is close enough to count the drive 
a success.

Greater Ladue 

The move to consolidate Frontenac and Hunt- 
leigh Village with Ladue will be worth watching 
throughout St. Louis county. Governmental Re- 
search Institute is examining the advantages of 
the idea. If consolidation seems indicated in 
this case, undoubtedly the reasons for it would 
apply in some measure to other groups of the 
county’s 97 municipalities. 

Advantages aside, a consolidation effort by 
these three communities might lead to clearing 
up an important legal question about the con- 
solidation statute. Does it apply to areas in- 
corporated as towns and villages as well as to 
those incorporated as cities—as are Frontenac 
and Ladue? If it applies only to cities, 53 of 
the county’s communities, including Huntleigh, 
evidently would have no legal means of consoli- 
dating. That would cut down the possibility of 
reducing the county’s crazy-quilt pattern of 
local government. 

If it eventually develops that consolidation 
would be advantageous—and if the legal im- 
pediment can be cleared—the Greater Ladue 
that would result then would be in position to 
write its own “home rule” charter. The Missouri 
Constitution grants the home rule privilege only 
to communities of more than 10,000. Ladue will 
not reach this class soon unless it does consoli- 
date with the others. Home rule and the chance 
to hire a professional manager for local affairs 
may turn out to be the big prize of this con- 
solidation.

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How Northern Cities Attack Snow 


Milwaukee and Minneapolis Manage to Keep Traffic Moving 


From The Kansas City Star 

Traffic tie-ups are inescapable when 
a substantial snow or ice storm occurs 
just before the rush hour, but Milwau- 
kee officials believe they have devel- 
oped the best system possible in the 
circumstances. 


It is based primarily on continual 
close contact with weather forecasting 


agencies, both the United States 

Weather Bureau and a firm of con- 

sulting meteorologists hired by the 

city to provide spe- 

cial data. Their

“Timing is. the 
most important fac- 
tor,” William J. 
Rheinfrank, super- 
intendent of street 
santitation, explained. “The forecast- 
ers usually give us an approximate 
time when the snow will start.” 


About two hours before the pre- 
dicted snow, city rubbish collectors 
are pulled off their regular runs—if 
in the daytime—or out of bed, if at 
night. They move to ward yards and 
city garages, where trucks are loaded 
with salt and sand and some are fitted 
with plows. When the first flakes fall,

crews begin spreading sand on inclines 
on main traffic arteries, with partic- 
ular attention to known trouble spots 
such as congested intersections. 


At such locations, sand boxes are 
placed before winter starts, and police 
officers may spread this sand before 
the street crews arrive. 


Salt and sand trucks are moving, 
meanwhile, on major arteries at first, 
side streets later. In a light snow (up 
to three inches) plowing is done only 
on hills. Milwaukee has 84 trucks 
available for sanding and salting, but 
can put out 230 for plowing when the 
snowfall exceeds three inches. Keep- 
ing crews standing by in face of a 
snow forecast costs $1000 an hour, but 
Milwaukee officials believe it is worth- 
while. 


“You have to depend on the fore- 
casters and you have ‘to be ready to 
move immediately, or you're sunk,” 
Rheinfrank said. 

“We have false alarms and they cost 
us money, but it’s better than having 
the whole city tied up because you 
weren't ready.” 


Minneapolis benefits both from ex- 
tensive experience and driver accept- 
ance of winter driving hazards. Most 
residents there haul out snow tires or 
chains and add weight to the rear 


a of their cars about mid-Novem- 
er. 

And they are driving experts on 
slick streets. They know a light touch 
of the gas pedal means surer starts on 
icy surfaces, and an earlier start will 
allow a slower, safer trip to office or 
home. 

As in Milwaukee, constant day-to- 
day contact with weather officials 
and a state of alert for street crews 
is the goal. On 
two hours’ notice, 
the Minneapolis 
city engineer's of- 
fice can dispatch a 
fleet of 150 snow 
plows and from 50 


to 100 salt and 
sand _ trucks. In 
heavy storms, 40 


patrol graders can 
be added, plus a 
fleet of heavy trac- 
tors with V-plows. 
Hugo Erickson, city engineer, esti- 
mates it costs $12,000 to handle each 
inch of snow. 


Newspapers, radio and TV advise 
the public where parking is being 
banned to aid in street clearing. Traf- 
fic light intervals are lengthened to 
allow more slow-moving cars to pass 
through intersections during peak 
travel hours. 


A University’s Development Goals From Student Life, Washington University 


In the past Student Life has raised 
several questions concerning the pri- 
mary goals_of the new development 
program: namely new = scholarship 
funds, the library, dormitories, a com- 
munity center and a student union. 


The development program has been 
very successful in the field of scholar- 
ships. Totals of the amounts received 
by Washington University quadrupled 
since the start of the Second Century 
Development Drive in 1954. Despite 
this increase the Administration still 
feels that our program is inadequate 
and is striving to increase student 
aid even more. 


The library, however, presents a dif- 
ferent picture. The first official state- 
ment concerning the library was made 
in the winter of 1956-57 edition “Par- 
ent’s Letter.” “In the spring, dirt will 
fly in preparation for construction of 
the University’s $3,500,000 John M. 
Olin Memorial Library. Present plans 
call for Parents’ Day visitors to be 
shown the work in progress in 1957 
and the modern, functional building 


in use in 1958.” The “Chancellor’s 
Message” of March 1957 predicted, 
“We look for the doors to open not 
later than Founders’ Day of 1959.” 


The Library received the lead po- 
sition in a recent issue of the Alumni 
Magazine. The thing most noticeable 
about the article was the absence 
of a proposed date for the ground- 
breaking, much less construction or 
occupancy. We realize that no one is 
directly at fault for these consistent 
delays and we sympathize with the 
problems confronting North Brook- 
ings. Nonetheless, the average stu- 
dent can only find promises and a well 
built sign which has endured a year's 
weathering. 


Concerning the problem of dormi- 
tory construction, we seem to be 
closer to realizing this objective. Best 
sources in North Brookings indicate 
that the new dorms will be available 
for occupancy in the fall of 1959. The 
creation of a Student Union remains 
a dream, even though sincere efforts 
are being made to convert this idea 


Between Book Ends Glory That No Longer Is 


THE MAN ON THE ROCK, by Francis 
King. (Pantheon, 248 pgs., $3.50.) 


The glory that was Greece has 
tumbled down in ruins. Its golden 
people have degenerated in a ‘spawn 
of dirt and vice. The birthplace of 
beauty has become the gutter of filth. 

_~— This is the post- 
war portrait painted 
by. Spiro Polymeri- 
des, mouthpiece for 
Francis King’s. re- 
lentless story of 
downfall for the 
people and their 
land.

Fascists had failed, and gutted finally 
by civil war when Greek Reds be- 
trayed their brothers for an alien 
doctrine, Greece has been tormented, 
tortured and transfixed ¢€rom within 
and without. Little wonder that its 
men and women have fallen victim 
to an inner corruption of heart and 
mind and spirit. 


Nor is this a sudden modern decay. 
While Plato wrote of beauty, good-

ness, and truth, it was a truth and 
goodness and beauty of, by, and 
fdr the elite. Has an inner contagion 
been developing down through the 
centuries? 


These are the questions which 
King, a young English’novelist, raises. 
They are implicit in the sickening pic- 
ture of his Spiro, flashy in his 20- 
year-old beauty, himself aware of his 
condition, hating himself, realizing 
himself as pander and pimp, knowing 
the right—knowing, and yet unwilling 
to live by it. Conditioned by his boy- 
hood, orphaned when his mother and 
father are killed by the Communists, 
his brother’s blood still spattering his 
face when he becomes the butt of their 
brutality, Spiro has lost hope and 
faith. So, betrayed by life, he him- 
self betrays all who would befriend 
him. And use him—for that they all 
seek also to do. 

The flaw in this crystal resembles 
the ancient tragedy of Orestes in that 
character disintegrates under the com- 
pulsion of circumstances and inner 
weakness. But here only an unformed 
boy goes to pieces. Where character 
has never formed, the impact of true 
tragedy is scarcely felt. Instead there 
is only the fading of a pretty boy, 
getting less pretty inside and out 


into reality. There is more proba- 
bility of a Community Center in the 
reasonably near future, than of the 
Student Union. 


Such a tremendous undertaking as 
the development pfogram cannot be 
realized in a few years and is bound 
to be met with many temiporary set- 
backs and delays. With this in mind, 
the average student should be pa- 
tient and sympathetic to the prob- 
lems of the University. The Admin- 
istration, itself, is at fault in that 
they should not have made the li- 
brary the symbol of the development 
program. Because of this symbolism, 
the progress of the entire program is 
now incorrectly measured by the prog- 
ress of the library alone.

Where Spiro despisés everyone and 
himself most of all, King scores—but 
the analysis is too minute and the in- 
significant becomes meaningless.
